ROME  (BP)  —  The  Afghan  man  who  was  facing  death  for  con¬ 
verting  from  Islam  to  Christianity  is  in  Italy,  where  he  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  take  asylum.  Abdul  Rahman,  age  41,  arrived  in  Italy  March 
29  after  Prime  Minisfer  Sil vio  Berlusconi's  cabinet  voted  to  wel¬ 
come  Rahman  into  the  county.  "[W]e  are  very  glad  to  be  able  to 
welcome  someone  who  has  been  so  courageous,"  CNN.com 
reported  Berlusconi  as  saying  through  a  spokesman.  In  a  case 
that  has  drawn  worldwide  attention,  Rahman  was  arrested  in 
Afghanistan  aid  faced  die  death  penalty  for  converting  to 
Christianity.  But  he  was  released  from  prison  March  27  after  the
